Uniform Policies on Financing 
Defense Department Contracts 


The Department of Defense on No- 
vember 6 made public its defense con- 
tract financing policy under which 
contractors and subcontractors en- 
gaged in defense production may ob- 
tain direct loans from the military 
departments, advance payments, or 
Defense Department guarantees of 
loans by private lending institutions 
(see INFORMATION LETTER of October 
7, page 298). The purpose of the 
policy statement, which took the form 
of a directive to the Secretaries of the 
military departments, is to insure that 
the Army, Navy and Air Force follow 
uniform policies and procedures in 
connection with defense financing and 
to minimize the risk of monetary loss 
to the government to the extent com- 
patible with aid to essential procure- 
ment. 

The responsibility for insuring uni- 
form administration of financing has

State Fruit Juice Standards 


The public hearing to consider pro- 
posals to establish standards of iden- 
tity and quality for fruit juices and 
fruit juice preparations was held in 
Boston by the Massachusetts Health 
Department on November 8. 

Connecticut and Maine already have 
held similar hearings (see INFORMA- 
TION Lerrer of September 30, page 
290). 

An N. C. A. staff member was present 
at the hearing in Boston as an ob- 
server, Arrangements had been made 
previously with the Commissioner of 
Health of the State of Massachusetts 
for a separate hearing at which repre- 
sentatives of the canning industry may 
introduce evidence on this subject. 
This meeting has been scheduled for 
December 4 in Boston. 

Canning industry views with re- 
spect to the proposed standards are 
being explored in meetings of canners. 
Immediately prior to the December 
4 meeting, it is planned to hold a 
meeting of industry representatives 
with the N. C. A. staff in Washington 
to prepare for this hearing. 


NPA Creates New Division To Handle 


Container and Packaging Problems 


Container and packaging problems under the government’s de- 
fense program acquired new importance this week with the crea- 
tion of a Containers and Packaging Division in the National 


Production Authority. 


The new division was created administratively in the NPA by 
transferring the Containers and Packaging Branch from its Gen- 


QMC Seeks Quantities of Corn, 
Tomatoes and Tomato Products 


Quantities of canned corn, tomatoes, 
and tomato products are sorely needed 
by the Quartermaster Corps to fill cur- 
rent requirements. 

To facilitate purchases of these com- 
modities, the Office of the Quarter- 
master General has authorized new 
procurement practices. 


The Chicago Quartermaster Pur- 
chasing Office is authorized to pur- 
chase top standard canned tomatoes 
grading 70 points under the federal 
grading system. 

Also, the Chicago QMPO will accept 
1949-pack corn. 

Invitations for bids now provide 
prospective bidders the alternative of 
bidding either f.o.b. origin (factory) 
or f.o.b, destination, and awards will 
be made on the basis of over-all cost 
to the government. 


Steel for Warehouse Sale 


A major step to insure supplies of 
steel products for small business firms 
was taken by the National Production 
Authority November 8 with the issu- 
ance of NPA Order M-6, 

The order establishes a ceiling, both 
in terms of total quantities and indi- 
vidual steel product, on the “DO” 
rated orders that warehouses are re- 
quired to accept. The steel products 
covered in the order include standard 
and line pipe, water well tubular prod- 
ucts, and threaded couplings; galva- 
nized, lead coated, or painted sheet 
and strip; nails; wire; fence posts; 
and welded wire concrete reinforcing 


eral Products Division and ele- 
vating it to the level of other 
NPA divisions. 


Charles A. Lewis, the former branch 
head and editor of the Commerce De- 
partment’s quarterly report, Contain- 
ers and Packaging, has been named 
acting director of the new division, 
which will be composed of necessary 
branches dealing with such materials 
as metal containers, glass containers, 
and paper and fibreboard packaging. 


Robert J. Small, who was the last 
administrator of M-81, will be in 
charge of metal cans. Herman Es- 
selen, who in the past has been asso- 
ciated with government controls on 
containers, will handle glass contain- 
ers and closures, Mr. Esselen held 
several control posts during World 
War II. 


The new Containers and Packaging 
Division is considering the selection 
and appointment of an Industry Ad- 
visory Committee and is closely fol- 
lowing the container supply situation 
and studying the effects of defense 
production on container materials. 


At present, the Division reports, it 
has no container control orders or 
regulations under preparation. 


1951 Sugar Requirements 


A public hearing will be held No- 
vember 28 by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture on sugar requirements 
for 1951. The hearing will afford in- 
terested persons an opportunity to 
present data, views or arguments with 
respect to sugar requirements and the 
establishment of sugar quotas for the 
continental United States for the cal- 
endar year 1951.

Survey of U. S. Fisheries 


The first complete statistical survey 
of the United States fishery industry 
since 1931 soon will get under way. 
The Fish and Wildlife Service will 
make the survey. 

The statistics will cover volume and 
value of the catch of fish and shell- 
fish, employment in the fisheries, quan- 
tity of fishing gear, number and classi- 
fications of fishing and transporting 
craft, and the volume and value of 
manufactured fishery products and 
byproducts. 


An announcement by the Interior 
Department pointed out that statistics 
on American fisheries not only benefit 
the industry in times of peace but also, 
during World War II, helped federal 
agencies “to accomplish the difficult 
task of supplying food, regulating 
prices, and administering an impor- 
tant phase of the war effort.” 


Poultry Canned in September 


The quantity of poultry canned or 
used in canning during September 
totaled 9,956,000 pounds compared 
with 8,333,000 pounds during Septem- 
ber of last year, it is reported by the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics. 
The quantity canned during the first 
nine months of this year totaled 108,- 
705,000 pounds compared with 94,773,- 
000 pounds during the same period of 
1949, an increase of 15 percent. 


FARM PRODUCTS 


1949-Crop Pea Beans 


The addition of 750,000 bags (100 
pounds each) of 1949-crop pea beans 
to the quantities and varieties of dry 
beans already made available for do- 
mestic sale in November was an- 
nounced November 8 by the Produc- 
tion and Marketing Administration, 
USDA. 

The domestic sales list announced 
November 1 included 250,000 bags of 
1948-crop pea beans, f.o.b. Michigan 
and New York areas, and the Spokane 
area. 

The 1949-crop pea beans now added 
to the November domestic sales list are 
offered at $7.85 per 100 pounds, 
bagged, for U. 8. No. 1 beans, basis 
f.o.b. present locations. Other grades 
are at prevailing market differences. 
Prices are at points of production; the 
amount of any paid-in freight will be 
added.

FOREIGN TRADE 


Cuban Labeling Requirement 


The application of Cuba’s labeling 
decree (No, 110 of January 19, 1950) 
to foodstuff importations has, in effect, 
been deferred until March 26, 1951, as 
a result of Ministry of Commerce 
Resolution No. 92, appearing in the 
Official Gazette on September 26. 


Under the new measure, the period 
for the sale and liquidation of food 
products and articles the wrappers, 
containers, or labels of which are not 
in Spanish is extended for six months 
from September 26 in the case of 
wholesalers and one year in the case 
of retailers. 


Philippine Pineapple Exports 


Exports of canned pineapple from 
the Philippines during the six-month 
period January-June, 1950, were al- 
most double those of the same period 
in 1949, according to Foreign Com- 
merce Weekly, official publication of 
the U. S. Department of Commerce. 
Exports of canned pineapple during 
January-June, 1949, were reported at 
17.8 million kilograms valued at 5.3 
million pesos, as against first-half 
1950 exports of 34.5 million kilograms 
valued at 11.4 million pesos.

been assigned to the Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense. The responsibility 
for financing in each department is to 
be in the Under Secretary or Assistant 
Secretary responsible for the comp- 
troller function. The financing func- 
tion in each department is to be sepa- 
rated from the procurement function 
to provide for a system of internal 
checks and balances. 

In general, the following order of 
preference is to be followed by each 
Department in determining what form 
of financing shall be recommended or 
made available to suppliers: 

(a) Private financing (without gov- 
ernmental guarantee); (b) progress 
or partial payments; (c) guaranteed 
loans (with finance institutions par- 
ticipating to an extent appropriate to 
the risk involved); (d) advance pay- 
ments; (e) direct loans. 

Financing through guaranteed or 
direct government loans or advance 
payments is to be made available to a 
government supplier only in cases 


where (1) the production or service 
is essential and (2) no alternative 
source is readily available. 

The Departments also have been di- 
rected to provide government financ- 
ing for production or services only if, 
and to the extent, such financing is 
reasonably required for prompt and 
efficient performance of government 
contracts or subcontracts, In placing 
contracts, the Departments must give 
due regard to the financial capabili- 
ties of the supplier in order to mini- 
mize the need for government aid. 


RESEARCH 


Study of Texas Citrus Seeks 
New Methods of Processing 


The Texas Citrus Commission and 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture 
have completed plans for an extensive 
program of cooperative research on 
the processing of Texas citrus fruits, 
it is announced by Dr. G. E. Hilbert, 
Chief of the Bureau of Agricultural 
and Industrial Chemistry, USDA. 

The investigations will be conducted, 
under a memorandum of understand- 
ing, at the Bureau’s Fruit and Vege- 
table Products Laboratory in Weslaco, 
Tex., by Bureau personnel and a sci- 


entist of the Texas Citrus Commis- 
sion. The Commission will provide 
om equipment needed for this 
work, 


Dr. Hilbert also announced plans 
to intensify investigations in which 
the Texas Agricultural Experiment 
Substation at Weslaco, Rio Farms at 
Edcouch, and the U. S. Bureau of 
Plant Industry, Soils, and Agricul- 
tural Engineering are cooperating 
with the Weslaco laboratory. An ad- 
visory committee is being set up to 
assist in the coordination of this work, 
which includes processing research on 
both fruits and vegetables of the Rio 
Grande Valley. 


Under the expanded program, spe- 
cial efforts will be made to improve 
the processing of juice and of con- 
centrates from Texas-grown grape- 
fruit, oranges, and tangelos. Emphasis 
will be placed on grapefruit concen- 
trates to bring processing knowl- 
edge on this subject up to that for or- 
ange concentrates, Dr. Hilbert stated. 


Particular attention also will be 
given to finding methods which retain 
the color of fresh pink and red grape- 
fruit in processed single strength and 
concentrated juices. Preliminary lab- 
oratory experiments have indicated 
the possibility of producing frozen 
concentrates of excellent quality and 
satisfactory appearance from the col- 
ored varieties of grapefruit. 
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
